LESS WORRY 
IN POOR 
HOMES 


That children 


from well-to-do 
homes ure more 


Prone to nervous 
disorders and behaviour problems 
than are children from the homes of 
the very poor is the remarkuble con- 
clusion of a series of experiments 
conducted by Dr. Ww, Lindesay 
Neustatter, a clinical research assist-~ 
ant in the department of Psychological 
medicine at Guy's Hospital, London. 

In on attempt to discover the 
effect, if any, of poverty and bad 
social conditions in producing nervous 
disorders, Dr. Neustatter selected 
three groups of fifty families for in- 
vestigation. he first group con- 
sisted of poor working-class families 
in south-cast London, of whom forty- 
onc had less than 10s. per head per 
week and twenty were badly housed. 
The second group consisted of pro- 
fessional, clerical, and artisan workers 
with an average income per head of 
19s. per wee, and the third group of 
well-to-do middle-class families from 
a north-west London suburb. 

Full investigation was made of the 
parents and children in cach group. 
The results reported in the current 
number of The Lancet are surprising. 

ANXIOUS PARENTS 

Of the fathers, for example, Dr. 
Neustatter found that only three, of 
the poor group were of an anxious 
disposition, compared with twenty- 
four in the well-to-do group. Al- 
though twenty-one of the former 
were unemployed, only six worried 
about money, compared with twelve 
of the latter, of whom only two were 
unemployed. Among the mothers, 
twelve.of the poorest were anxious 
against thirty-one of the well-to-du. 

Investigation of the children pro- 
duced even more striking results. In 
the poorest group nine per cent, had 
been restless or irritable in their first 
year of Hfe, compared with thirty per 
tent. in the well-to-do group; only 
four per cent. of the former group 
showed night terrors, against twenty- 
nine per cent. of the latter. 

NO PHOBIAS 

Children of the well-to-do group, 
gencrally, snowed much more worry, 
instability of mood, timidity, aggres- 
siveness and obstinacy than did those 
from the poor. families, and nearly 
three times as many presented be~ 
haviour problems. On the other 
hand, shyness, fear of nolse, teachers, 
fathers (but not mothers), and 
punishment was more common among 
the poor and they were’mora worried 
about examinations, The well-to-do 
were more afraid of the dark and of 
aon 8. 

Not one of the poor children dis- 
Played “phobfas"—abnormal fears 
without. any rational foundation—but 
nearly one in five of the well-to-do 
children showed these characteristics. 

Of the, poor children twonty per 
cent. were found to be “nervous,’* 
twenty-four “per. cent. “partially 
nervous,” and fifty-six per cent) were 
free of all nervous symptoms; of the 


well-to-do thirty-cight per cent. were | 


“nervous,” . twenty-six — per cent. 
“partially nervous,” ond thirty-six 
per cent. were not at all: nervous. °. * 

Physically, the -weli-to-do were nat 
on advantage. Only eight per cent. 
were of poor physique, compared 
with thirty-four per cent. in the first 


group, : \ 
Dr. Noustatter. docs not attempt to 
analyse the cause of these surprising 
results. -Byut he makes one significant 
comment which provides a clue. 
The moral of which'seems to. be 
thnt the most satisfactory children are 
those whose parents leave them nlone;

province, a transit tax should bo 
levied on such goods in accord- 
ance with regulations in order 
that a large amount of revenue 
may not dwindle. However, 
there may~be considerable in- 
convenience felt by the mer- 
chants who are required to pay 
the transit tax in Canton, 
whereas these goods are shipped 
by trains at Kowloon. For the 
sake of convenience to the 
merchants, we have decided to 
establish an office at Shumchun 
for the special purpose of 
collecting this tux, so that mer- 
chants can pay it at the spot. 
The rate of transit bax on all 
goods will be 60% of the Cus- 
toms duty paid on such goods.” 
Pursuant to the above, it has 

been decided that effective an from 
the 15th July, 27th Year of the 
Chinese Republic, our office at 
Shumehun will begin to function. 

In addition to notifying all con- 
cerned, this proclamation is issued 
wlth n view to its being noted by 
all Chinese and foreign merchants 
as well.

Ush, American and Htullan forces are 
also moking adequate preparations, 

It is believed that among the mea- 
sures already approved ix the mo- 
bilisation of the entire Volunteers 
Corps for patrol duty in the strects 
of the Settlement between August 9 
and August 16, thus providing a mei- 
sure of security against any intensl- 
fleatton of terrorist activitics prior 
to and Immediately after the anni- 
versary.

Economy of gasoline consumption 
alrendy elfected amounts to 47 per 
cent, but another 13 per eent, Is to be 
enforced on and after August 1 a8 
a result of which private cars will 
each be altotted 31 gallons monthly, 
and taxienbs cach 155 gallons. 

The compulsory mixture of 50 per 
cent. alcoho! In petrol has been en- 
foreed since July 1, but the percent- 
uge of alcohol is to be Increaked by 
10 per cent, starting on September 1. 

Meanwhile, the drive for the popu- 
lurisation of charcoal-burning motor 
cars, especially motor buses, has been 
so successful that the Ministry of 
Commerce and Industry, which Js 
granting a subsidy of yen 300 on each 
eharcont burning motor car construct- 
ed, had received applications for the 
subsidy on the construction of 6,131 
motor cars up to July 24,.—-Domet.

Moth in the Carpet 


Sume one hus found moth esses in 
her carpet and asks what she can do 
nbout |t. 

The treatment for the carpet 
should be rather a thorough one, as 
the egas laid by the adult moth 
usually hutch out within a week, 
and once the farvae emerge the 
destructive work begins! The cocoon 
which they spin sometimes devclops 
In the adult moth in two to seven 
weeks, so that when there ts damp, 
warmish weather the results of their 
activities can be really alarming. 

I would recommend that the eggs 
und maggots are first dealt with by 
steaming the carpet thoroughly 
‘wherever the traces are found. Go 
over the entire surface with vacuum 
cleaner, or sweeper, and then turn 
back the carpet ‘where the = treat- 
ment ls needed. 

,Luy ao piece of flonnel, wrung out 
in very hot water, over the part, 
and iron with a hot- iron for a time, 
until the material is practically dry, 
und thus allow the steam to pene- 
trate well.

BE DONE 


His Iexcellency the Governor 
intimated to the Telegraph yes- 
terday that a programme had 
been drawn up for the relief of 
a position long recognised as 
dangerous and caused by the 
enormous increase in Hongkong’s 
indigent population. His Excel- 
lency actually disclosed nothing 
more than the fact that Govern- 
ment had this important matter 
in hand and the scheme would 
be made known on Wednesday. 
Government has not moved with 
any startling rapidity in this 
matter, but, like the gods’, per- 
haps its mills grind small. In 
that case the Colony can expect 
something worth-while; some- 
thing that will perhaps go some 
way towards removing from the 
streets the thousands of pitiful 
persons who now sleep there of 
nights. It must be admitted 
that conditions such as can be 
seen in West Point, where 
hundreds are packed along the 
sidewalks,—men, women and 
children lying Jike so many 
corpses—are not only revolting 
to normal sensibilities but are a 
definite menace both to the 
health of the unfortunates who 
have no better place to go but;to 
the health of the whole Colony. 
Since cholera has reached epi- 
demic form here, and there can 
ba no denying that the popula. 
tion has increased cnormously 
in all classes, that there are 
thousands who cannot provide 
for themselves and protect them- 
selves, it is obviously the Gov- 
ernment’s responsibility to act. 
Some sort of remedy was urged 
by this newspaper months ago, 
for it took no gréat amount of 
vision to perceive. just what 
would happen in. the crowded 
city if disease got out of control. 
So far this year there have been 
only about 200 cases of cholera 
reported, with approximately 80 
per cent, of these fntal. But 
the, epidemic, although ‘it has 
been controlled very admirably, 
is still with us; and it is an

oo Dr. S. 5S. Strahan’s 


Case Before Mr. 
Justice , Lindsell 


An apponl against his conviction on 
‘a charge of driving to the danger of 
the public in Locishart Rond on May 
26, was brought by Dr. S. S. Strahan 
before the Acting Chief Justice, Mr. 
Justice R, E. Lindsell In the Supreme 
Court this morning. Dr. Strahan 
was convicted and fincd $50 by Mr. 
““HLR, Butters at the Central Magis- 
tracy on June 14. 

Appellant was represented by Mr. 
w. A. Mackinlay ,of Dencons, while 
Mr. J. Whyatt, Crown Counsel, ap- 

eared for the respondent, Trafic 
nspector S. C, Saunders. 

Mr. Mackintay submitted ‘that 
there was not sufficient evidence on 
which the Mogtstrate could find the 
conviction. The charge ngainst ap- 
pellant was onc of driving to the don- 
ger of the public having regard to 
all the circumstances of the case. It 
was a positive nnd serious offence, 
and involved or might involve for- 
feiture of the driving cence. As 
the offence wns a more serloug one, 
so should the evidence be stronger 
becouse {t was a rather nebulous 
type of offence and depended on the 
opinion of the Magistrate. There 
was no standard by which one could 
say whether such driving was dan- 
erous or not. 

The evidence in the present case 
did not allow the Magistrate to come 
to the conclusion that there was dan~ 
ger, it was submitted, It wan not 
denied that appellant was driving at 
36 miles_per hour, but It was only 
six miles per hour more than the 
Umit. Such a specd wos not danger- 
ous, snid Mr. Mackinlay, and there 
must have been sometaing else that 
Influenced the Magistrate. 


ON WRONG SIDE 


Inspector Saunders had stated that 
the danger was In being on the wrong 
sido of the road rather than the 
speed, that the appellant wns com- 
pletely on the wrong side of the road 
and that his passing of cars at the 
road functions was very dangerous 
ngs a serious accident might have 
occurred through a car coming tnto 
the road from the south, 

What Dr, Strahan was doing was 
to pull out to pass cnrs in front, The 
natural thing to do in those cireum- 

, stances wowd be to go over the 
crown of the road on lo the wrong 
side In order ty avoid the curs whieh 
were being passed pulling out. [n- 
spector Saunders himself wos doin 
40 miles per hour {tn his own car, 
and must have been keeping an eye 
on the traMec on the road as well as 
watching the appellant's car, and he 
could not therefore have began in a 
better position than Sergeant Fryer, 
who was with him, to see what was 
happening. Sergeant Fryer, in his 
evidence, had stated that appellant 
had pulled over the crown of the 
road, which might be only a 
foot or over the centre, and 
if thls bad been the only evidence 
adduced, It would have disposed com- 
pletely of any charge of danger, The 
exira six miles per hour on the right 
hand side of the crown of the roi 
would not involve such an increase 
of danger us to Justify the conviction, 
Mr, Mackinlay submitted that before 
he could convict on the evidence 
Biven, (he Magistrate would have to 
disregurd Sergeant Fryer’s evidence 
of the position of the car and accept 
that of Inspector Saunders, whether 
it disngreed with Sergeant Fryer en- 
tirely or not. 


IMPROPER QUESTION ALLEGED 


His second point in the appeal, sald 
Mr. Mackinlay, was that o question 
was allowed which would show that 
Dr. Strahan hed in the past com- 
mitted the offence of dangerous 
driving, It nrose from cross-examina- 
tion ‘by Inspector Saunders und con- 
stituted the whole of that cross- 
examination. The questlon put was 
how many times Dr. Strahan had 
overturned his car previously. There 
was only one reason for putting that 
question and that wis to suggest that 
appellant,had driven so dangerously 
as to. overturn his car, 

The Magistrate must have hed 
some doubt about allowing the ques- 
tion, as he had made o note of his 
reasons for allowing it In the deposi+ 
tions. It was essentiol that no ques- 
tons should be asked to show that a 
driver had tn the past been guilty 
of dangerous driving. It appeared 
that the grounds on which the Magis- 
trate -had allowed the question were 
that Dr, Strahon had given evidence 
of good character in that he had said 
he. was ‘an experienced and careful 
driver, That was not evidence of 
character, but merely Dr. Strahan’'s 

, reasons for pleading not guilty, He 
had never suggested that becausn of 
his experience he would not drive 
dangerously. — Allegations had been 
made by appellant thut there were 
two standards for. the traMflc depart~ 
ment, one for Government officials 
and. the other: for private citizens, 
and that there had been differences 
between him and the traMfle depart- 
ment .on the question of parking, 

_ but: none of these suggestions justi- 
fied the question asked. Mr, Maclcin- 
lay submitted. the question was in- 
‘admissible ‘and the conviction, should 
be quashed. 1 .

NE result of Japan’s belated realisation that the Olympiad can-

Invitations to 
partlcipate.in the 18th Olympiad are 
to be sent ‘out next September by 
which time ¢he Finnish Reichstag 
would have arrived nt its final deci- 
sions about the Games. The partly 
finished stadium in Helsingtors would 
be enlarged’ to enable altogether 
52,000 spectators .to be accom- 
modated. Morcover : the construc- 
tlon of a large swimming pool was 
envisaged. Every -cffort would be 
made to provide facilities for the 450 


press representatives expected to at-. 


fend. Furthermore in the near 
future a new Helsingfors-Stockholm 
cable with 24 telephone’ lines’ would 
be ready. : 


The living «accommodation -for 
visitors would be supplemented by 
“floating hotels’ that is, great 
passenger steamers will be berthed In 
the port of Helsingfors. 


Those competing in the Games 
would, however, find accommodation 
at the leading hotels in the city and 
at the Olympic village. The whole 
question of accommodation would 
however, be dealt with by a special 
committee under Lieutenant Gencral 
Ocstermann.

In China he will bo Mr. Peh Der 
Chen, the name under’ which he 
wrote a book entitled: “Honourable 
and Peculiar Ways.” 

Born of a Danish father and a 
Cantonese mother, and bred in Hong- 
kong, Mr. Peterson, who speaks Eng- 
Ush and Cantonese with cqual case, 
hing Hved' in England for the last 27 
years. 

Interviewed recently he confidently 
predicted China would win the war 
within two years, 

Asked if he would be able to 
udjust himself to the East after. an 
absence of 27 years, he replied: “I 
have been adjusting myself for 27 
years, I spent a good deal of time 
in the British Museum learning what 
I never knew about China when 1 
was In China,” 

He has written os a free-lance for 
most London papers both in his own 
‘name and as Peh Der Chen, 

Between 1921 and 1937 Mr, Peter- 
son travelled widely in Europe, lived 
on the Continent and in’ America.
